David M. Schwarz heads a 23-year-old practice with projects springing up across the 


country. The firm’s projects mediate the tenuous contradictions of architecture 


as a public art built in a world of private clients.

able. It’s there, in your view, unless 
you change your route. Second-rate 
architecture won’t shorten your life, 
but it does nothing to enhance it. 
David Schwarz is a staunch believer 
in the rights of the passive or secon- 
dary user of architecture those 
who walk by or drive by; those who 
live next door or have an office win- 
dow. Schwarz has two mandates for 
his work. Both stem from his basic 
belief that architecture is not a private 
art: “It is important to us that every 
building we do enriches the lives of as 
many people as possible. And, it is 
important that the buildings we do be 
very pleasing to the people for whom 
we build.” Prioritizing in this order, 
with the public before the client, has 
on occasion infuriated clients, says 
Schwarz, but all it takes to overcome 
this hurdle is a quick reminder that 
the long-term success of a commercial 
or cultural project almost always in- 
volves pleasing the passersby. 

Three quarters of Schwarz's cli- 
ents are return clients, which suggests 
they have endorsed the approach and 
benefited from the results over the 
years. Schwarz started his practice, 
David M. Schwarz Architectural 


Services, Inc., in 1977, in Washington, 
D.C. After landing several major pro- 
jects in Fort Worth, Tex., the firm 
opened a second office there in 1985. 
Today the 40-person firm handles 
projects scattered across the country: 
master plans for three wineries in 
Napa Valley; a new arena for the Dal- 
las Mavericks and Dallas Stars; the 
Environmental Sciences facility at 
Yale University; a natatorium for a 
prep school in suburban Cleveland; a 
county courthouse and the National 
Cowgirl Museum and Hall of Fame in 
Fort Worth. 


Early Ambitions 


Schwarz does not hail from the na- 
tion's capital or Texas. He grew up in 
Los Angeles, where at the tender age 
of six he proclaimed his choice of pro- 
fession. As the story goes, his mother 
told him he could not play at rear- 
ranging the carefully segregated col- 
ored gravels on the neighbor's 
terraces unless he was an ar- 
chitect. Young Schwarz de- 
clared his intentions to be- 
come one and then asked his 
mother, ‘What is an archi-

tect?’ After earning a Bachelor of Arts 
in Philosophy from St. John’s College 
in Annapolis, Md., in 1972, he made 
good on his promise with a move to 
Yale University’s School of Architec- 
ture, where he received a Master of 
Architecture degree in 1979. Schwarz 
combined graduate studies with 
teaching assistantships, internships, 
and short-term positions with a 
number of firms in Los Angeles and 
New York, including: Gruen Associ- 
ates, Charles Moore, Paul Rudolph, 
Russo & Sonder, and Edward Lara- 
bee Barnes & Assoc. In 1978, at age 27, 
he incorporated his own practice with 
youthful energy and optimism and 
not a lot of money. It took almost a 
year to land his first client, but there 
has been little shortage since. 
Schwarz definitely leads the firm 
that bears his name. 
president, CEO, and lead designer 
and principal-in-charge for all pro- 
jects undertaken by the firm. He is 
committed to teaching others about 
architecture and has been a visiting 
critic and lecturer at more than a 
dozen universities, as well as a lec- 
turer at many public venues. His lec- 
ture themes tie in closely with the 
principles that guide the firm's work: 
knitting together old and new; rein- 
troduction of scale and detail to archi- 
tecture; and the return to an 
architecture of places for people.

Starting with 
Context 


Schwarz's initial approach to a pro- 
jectis the same regardless of its locale. 
He makes developing a deep under- 
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standing of the context his first detail. 
"Our definition of context is quite 
broad," says Schwarz, "it's the built 
environment, the traditions of the 
building's intended use, the emo- 
tional construct of the client around 
the building, and the role the building 
will play in its community." The sec- 
ond step is to study the client to gain 
a thorough understanding of the cli- 
ent's history and current needs. Con- 
text is particularly important given 
the firm's projects associated with 
landmark buildings and historic dis- 
tricts and the traditional, historic ar- 
chitectural styles it employs for 
projects that are wholly new con- 
struction. 

In terms of architectural styles or 
motifs employed, Schwarz and his 
designers show few allegiances to 
any one style or even one century. 
"The forms and details may be remi- 
niscent of other times," says Schwarz, 
“but we always create something that 
is new and different from that which 
has been made before. Our buildings 
are of the 21st century." It is precisely 
because of the firm's interest in mix- 
ing things up that Schwarz rejects the 
label revivalist to describe the firm's 
work and opts for neo-eclectic in- 
stead. He uses the Nancy Lee & Perry 
R. Bass Performance Hall, one of the 
firm's high-profile projects in Fort 
Worth, as an example of the differ- 
ence. “You look at Bass Hall. You 
can't really pin a style to it. Is it Neo- 
Classical? Is it Viennese Seccession- 
ist? I would say there are probably 
seven or eight architectural styles 
from which Bass Hall borrows. That's 
why we call ourselves neo-eclectics." 


Benefits of 
Eclecticism 


The freedom granted the eclectic 
helps Schwarz and his designers 
make good on their commitment to 
making architecture that can enrich 
people's experience; buildings peo- 
ple will want to experience rather 
than simply have to experience. On 
many of the firm's large commercial 
projects Schwarz has used different 
facade styles on a single building's 
various frontages, and even mixed 
styles together on a single facade, the 
purpose being to give a very large 
development a more human scale at 
the street level, as well as plenty of 
eye appeal, and to give each retailer 
an independent identity. 

Schwarz has many ideas and sev- 
eral rules about making buildings 
more humane and more street 
friendly. Using detail to bring build- 
ings down to a "people" scale is uni- 
versal, but Schwarz thinks details 
should also give people something 
interesting to look at. He believes ico- 
nography and whimsy are critical 
tools for creating interest. The firm's 
projects incorporate iconography 
with a range of subtlety. The white 
globe lights posted along the cornice 
of the Texas Rangers' ballpark in Ar- 
lington, Tex., have the red, S-curved 
"stitch" lines of a baseball; Bass Per- 
formance Hall's entrance is heralded 
by two 48-ft.-high, 125-ton Angel 
Gabriels in high relief. A quick glance 
at the brick pattern in the gables of the 
Sundance West Condominiums in 
Fort Worth reveals an orderly stam- 
pede of Texas Longhorns. 

When quaint, fanciful humor is 
embedded in architectural detail, it 


enters the category of whimsical. 
That's fine with Schwarz. "I'ma great 
believer that architecture should have 
whimsy. I think whimsy is very seri- 
ous. And I don't think it is irreverent. 
For those who take the time to look at 
architecture, let's give them some- 
thing to enjoy." Whimsy has a history 
in architecture too. A Victorian gable 
bedecked in "gingerbread," a Frank 
Lloyd Wright window, a gargoyle on 
a Gothic cathedral — no denying 
whimsy at play here. Of course a bit 
too much or a bit too far and your 
detail may fall near the danger zone 
of kitsch. But again, Schwarz is not 
worried. He is confident that his 
sense of when to stop is sharp. "Ar- 
chitecture is an art. As an artist, you 
have intuition. You go with what 
feels right."

Planning Places 


Schwarz, at his most concise moment, 
says, “Our primary interest is to make 
places for people.” This thinking ap- 
plies at the level of master planning 
through the smallest building detail. 
A significant portion of the firm’s 
work is master-planning projects. 
These vary from the 300-acre mixed- 
use site surrounding The Ballpark at 
Arlington outside Fort Worth, to the 
master plan for a 60-block area in the 
city’s urban core. The firm partici- 
pated in the master plans for two new 
towns: Victory, a 60-acre develop- 
ment adjacent to downtown Dallas 
and encompassing The American 
Airlines Center sports arena designed 
by the firm and currently under con- 
struction; and Southlake, Tex., a 135- 
acre town center development to be 
implemented over 20 years. 

David M. Schwarz Architectural 
Services added master planning to its 
repertoire by default or what 
Schwarz calls by accident. “We got 
into master planning as we discov- 
ered we were getting sites we didn’t 
like. We figured the best way to get a 
good site was to design it, so we 
sought the opportunity to do so. This 
made it much easier to design the 
building, because a good site makes it 
much easier to do good buildings.” 
Today, master planning is not an off- 
shoot of building-design commis- 
sions, but an expertise that clients are 
seeking from Schwarz for their large- 
scale projects. These master plans in- 
evitably involve retail and residential

“The American 
town — prewar — is the most original 
thing America has produced in the 
built environment,” claims Schwarz.

Whether planning a new town 
center-type community or a commu- 
nity in the midst of an existing down- 
town urban grid, Schwarz's planning 
team draws on the strengths it finds 
imbedded in this traditional Ameri- 
can-town prototype. For example, the 
concept of less car time.

he restoration of the Madison/Cosmos/Tayloe complex, located on La- 
fayette Square in Washington, D.C., continues to provide the United 
States Court of Appeals for the Federal Court with a historically rich 


The interior vestibule restoration required a complete overhaul. The floor had a struc- 
tural failing with a large crack damaging the mosaic pattern. EYP shored up the floor, 
repaired the under structure and repaired or replaced floor tile as needed. They re- 
moved damaged glass panels for repair. Water damage from a leaky roof required a 
complete ceiling repair. 
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This exterior view of the Dolley Madison House faces H Street and Madison Place. 
Stucco was repaired; decorative ironwork on the balcony was cleaned, rebuilt, and re- 
paired; roofs were made watertight; exterior brick was cleaned; and gardens were up- 
rooted — to allow for walls to be waterproofed — and then replanted.

backdrop, as well as a fully functional office space. Commonly known as the 
Dolley Madison House, the complex was originally built circa 1820, with 
additions in 1851, 1887, and 1893. President James Madison and his wife Dolley 
purchased the house in 1823, and Dolley lived there permanently from 1843 
until her death in 1849, 

The Madison House was bought in 1886 by the Cosmos Club, a men’s club. 
They built the Club (now called the Cosmos Building) between the Madison 
and Tayloe Buildings in 1919; the Club also bought the Tayloe Building that 
same year. As the Club acquired all these properties, they became unified as 
one structure. In 1941 the entire complex was sold to the Federal Government, 
and Federal agencies have occupied the buildings since 1952, with the complex 
evolving to accommodate a variety of uses and owners. Currently used by the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the Federal Court, the first floor contains reception 
rooms, dining rooms, and meeting and office spaces. Upper floors consist of 
administrative space, and the basement includes mechanical and electrical 
services, support spaces, and storage. 

In 1996, the General Services Administration (GSA), a federal agency and 
owner of the Dolley Madison/Cosmos/Tayloe Complex, brought in Einhorn 
Yaffee Prescott, Architecture & Engineering (EYP), to return the buildings to 
their original configuration. Relying heavily upon a Historic Structures Report 
compiled by the GSA preservation office, EYP began its assignment of renovat- 
ing the interior and exterior of the complex. 

The initial work focused on the interiors of the public areas at Madison 
House and the Cosmos building. Work included the removal of features inap- 
propriate to the time period, such as lowered ceilings and inaccurate hardware. 
Electrical and mechanical modifications were made, a new wood floor was 
installed, and all the interiors were repainted based on historic-paint analysis. 
The interior vestibule of the Tayloe / Cameron House was completely disassem- 
bled and rebuilt, and its glazing was restored. Along with the aesthetic improve- 
ments, EYP had to meet modern security, communication, and HVAC 
requirements. All work was carried out in accordance with the requirements in 
the Historic Structures Report and in coordination with GSA and Court repre- 
sentatives. 

Exterior renovation of the complex included the cleaning, repair, and 
repointing of the brick, limestone, and sandstone facades. The floors and roofs 
of the balconies were rebuilt, the windows were repaired or replaced with 
historically correct reproductions, a historic floor mosaic was repaired, and a 
wheelchair lift was added to improve accessibility to the buildings. Addition- 
ally, a glass arcade (vintage 1963) was reconstructed to comply with security 
requirements. The exterior circulation was changed and a new elevated dining 
terrace was created. Finally, the entire perimeter was waterproofed, adjacent 
brick sidewalks were replaced, and the landscaping was designed to be consis- 
tent with National Park Service plans for Lafayette Park. 

According to EYP Principal David Kemnitzer, the most challenging aspect 
of this project was meeting its very specific historical requirements: “Restoring 
the buildings to their original 1850s style required in-depth historical research.” 
EYP relied heavily on historic photographs and books to help them accurately 
restore the original H Street entrance and duplicate the building's fixtures, 
moldings, and hardware. Kemnitzer believes that the project successfully al- 
lows the public to truly envision how people lived in the mid-19th century. E

Irish architect James Hoban's original late-18th-century plan for the 
north facade of the White House in Washington, D.C. Virginia architect 
Merril C. Lee was at the helm when construction began on the Home, 
which officially opened in 1932. 

For nearly 60 years the two-story limestone building on Richmond's 
North Sheppard Street served as a home for female relatives of Confed- 
erate veterans. Previously, the site was Robert E. Lee Camp No. 1 and 
housed impoverished and disabled veterans. Now the Museum's cam- 
pus occupies the property, still anchored by the Confederate Memorial 
Chapel on the southwest corner and the Robinson House, the original 
farmhouse, on the northern end of the site. 

In 1989 the seven remaining residents of the Home vacated the 
building and the Commonwealth endeavored to transfer the property 
to the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, located adjacent to the Home. The 
deed of transfer states, “the North Sheppard Street facade, the building's 
architectural detail, the proportions of the interior entrance hall, parlor, 
and exterior, shall remain intact."

Enter The Glave Firm, a Richmond-based architec- 
tural firm known for its restoration design. The land- 
marked Home, with its pedimented portico and molded 
architraves above the columns, is a fine example of 
Federal Revival style. The interior decoration is more 
typical of the Colonial Revival style popularized by the 
1876 Centennial in Philadelphia. Formal woodwork 
decorates the public spaces: the entrance hall, the long 
hall that runs the length of the building, the parlor, and 
the dining room. The Glave Firm meticulously restored 
the house for its new use as the Center for Education and 
Outreach. 

The renovated structure now houses classrooms, a 
resource library, and event spaces, as well as non-cura- 
torial museum functions such as marketing, public af- 
fairs, publications, and photographic and computer 
services. All new mechanical, electrical, plumbing, and 
fire-safety systems were included in the project scope. 
The carefully planned loading dock and back-of-house 
spaces provide for daily deliveries and event support, 
including catering, kitchen, and prep areas. Public access 
to the historic interior was particularly considered and 
led to the integral design of function and event areas. 
Although the restored Home now features state-of-the- 
art technological and audiovisual services, The Glave 
Firm saw to it that the residential and traditional charac- 
ter of the building remained. E

away Golf Club purchased a 210-acre former dairy farm in Buckingham 

Township, Bucks County. The old complex of fieldstone farm buildings, 
anchored by an 18th-century farmhouse and forming a natural courtyard, 
serves as the basis for a unique 15,000-sq.ft. clubhouse. The Club felt that the 
physical facilities should have a family atmosphere dedicated to preserving the 
warmth and charm of the existing farmhouse.

The architect's solution allowed the wonderful scale and context of the old 
farmhouse and surrounding buildings to inform the new expanded facility. The 
challenge was to more than double the usable floor space of the existing 
buildings while retaining the scale and dominance of the old farmhouse, which 
was to become the focal point of the facility. 

The Lookaway Clubhouse complex was not so much designed, as it was 
crafted by the architect and builder working together as a team. The construc- 
tion process began with selective demolition of portions of the wood super- 
structure of the small dairy barn/garage and the spring house. The existing 
stone walls were retained, and the dairy barn became the ProShop / Golf Center, 
featuring a rare, hand-hewn arched beam salvaged from the old roof structure. 
The Locker Room wing was literally built over the old spring house, the first 
floor of which boasts the beauty and texture of the original stone walls. A new 
Dining wing and Kitchen were built to connect the Locker Room wing to the 
old farmhouse/Manor House. This new wing, along with the beautifully 
repointed stone wall, completed the Courtyard that is the heart of this golf 
village. 

Part of the Manor House's interior was then demolished to provide room 
for stairs and exitways. The old kitchen was removed to make room for the Bar, 
and partitions on the second floor were demolished to create an office suite and 
Board /Conference Room. The exterior of the house was stripped of its stucco 
to reveal more elegantly repointed stonework, and a new gabled roof was 
added to the house's west wing, over the original kitchen. The interiors of the 
house were faithfully restored to become the first-floor reception and sitting 
rooms, where the old original floors were turned and refinished. The Mercer 
tiles, carrying the crests of the family (which also became the logo for the 
Lookaway Dairy and now for the Club), were carefully restored in their places 
in the old brick floor of the original kitchen, now the Clubhouse Bar. 

The special challenges for the Design/Construction Team included the 
numerous decisions that needed to be made in the field, as well as the meticu- 
lous craftsmanship and ingenuity required to renovate and adapt these old 
structures for new and very different use, without losing the charm, scale, and 
texture of the original complex. The attention to detail is due to the expertise of 
a contractor working with a support system of skilled stone masons, carpenters, 
and millworkers. The Lookaway Golf Club complex demonstrates how an 
architect and builder can work together to produce an aesthetically functional 
and financially superb project that reflects the best of the history and tradition 
of both the surrounding community and the game of golf. E

INTERIOR METAL CANOPY 


A custom metal fabricating shop used its design skills to create an inviting entryway for a high-end retail store.

n atrium entrance to a crystal showroom in Manhattan won a 

NOMMA design award for the fabricator, Fine Architectural 

Metalsmiths. The atrium is a fantasy of old-world cast iron, plas- 

ma-cut design, organic forgework, and art glass, arching upward 
into a 14-ft. canopy overhead. The arbor was planned to create an aura of 
fantasy for shoppers stepping from a busy New York City street into a world 
of fine imported crystal. The arbor entrance, which extends 18 ft. into the 
store interior, was designed to entice window shoppers to step through the 
doorway of the store, where a 12-ft.-wide inner facade of wrought-iron flow- 
ers, leaves, and scrollwork would guide them into the store. 

The canopy itself was built of grilles that are composed of two alternat- 
ing casting designs, one fancifully baroque, the other geometric in form. 
Because of the number of castings required, the country's premier foundry, 
Lawler Foundry of Birmingham, Ala., had to cast a special production run to 
fill the order. To create the overhead canopy, Fine Architectural Metalsmiths 
engineered a method for curving the casting in a precise arc. Art-glass 
squares were then epoxied into the geometric grid of the alternating cast- 
ings, creating a look of mixed-media whimsey. Entering the atrium, shop- 
pers can catch glimpses of the glittering store displays through the screen of 
cast iron and glass. 


ew though the atrium arbor shows the forgework on either side of the entrance 
into the store. Above the entrance, large scrolls terminate in gold-leafed rosettes. 


A whimsical botanical husk of leaves connects the arbor to the overscaled forgework 
entrance. Art glass squares are epoxied into the metal grid. 
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Close-up of the 8-ft.-tall forged fantasy flower that flanks one side of the doorway. 


The inner facade of the atrium creates a grand entrance into the store 
proper, and was an opportunity to show off a variety of forgework. One 
side of the facade features a plasma-cut invention of organic leaves ending 
in an exotic iron flower. The other side is a controlled spray of traditional 
forged scrolls and rosettes, alternating with diamond-shaped leaf forms. 

The axis of the atrium’s inner facade pivoted at an angle to guide shop- 
pers onto the main shopping aisle, and so a design dilemma developed in 
creating the transition from the atrium section to the wider inner-entrance 
facade. The solution was a “husk” of plasma-cut leaf forms at the pivot 
point, which open up into a leafy spread 
of arcs overhead. 

Construction of the atrium was an 
exercise in solving multiple metal-engi- 
neering and -fabrication challenges. Due 
to the double divided door at the 
entrance, the atrium had to be designed 
to break down in pieces to fit through the 
narrow 33-in. doorway prior to installa- 
tion. To support the structure overhead, 
Fine Architectural Metalsmiths created a 
system of hidden mechanical fasteners 
which holds the atrium with the rigidity 
required for a high-traffic public space. 
Another challenge was pre-engineering 
the structure so that it could be easily 
erected on site, under deadline, before 
the opening of the store. 

The entire 12-ft.-x-14-ft.-x-18-ft. atri- 
um was built in sections at Fine 
Architectural Metalsmith’s forge in 
Florida, N.Y., and was brought to the site 
in the final days before the store’s grand 
opening. A team of installers fitted sec- 
tions together and constructed the last 
freeform details of the transition ele- 
ments. The finished atrium, large enough 
to be a room, can be seen through the 
store windows shimmering its mixed 
media enticement to passing shoppers.

THE MONUMENTAL STAIR 


Stairs perform a function (whether metal or wood), and they perform it simply. 
But behind that simplicity lies complex design and fabrication. 


by Michael Carey 
Ts modern stair, where elevators have not superseded it, is often hidden 


away in a stairwell or designed to consume the least possible amount of 

space, but this seeming triumph of function over form was not, and is 
not, always the case. Traditional Building investigated the use of the stair as 
architectural feature and found that the monumental stair, if not thriving, has 
found a sizable niche in a variety of commercial and public settings. 


The Monumental Stair 

The earliest stairs still standing are monumental; primarily serving an aesthetic, 
as well as a utilitarian, function. The great interior stairs at the Palace of King 
Minos in Knossos, Crete, for example, date from 1,600 B.C. and connect the four 
stories of the building in grand sweeping runs. The exterior stair at the Palace 
of Persepolis in modern-day Iran dates from 480 B.C. and features a double- 
ramp design which, in some ways, prefigures the great stairs of the centuries 
which followed (although the dimensions of the risers and treads suggest that 
the stairs were used by horses as often as humans). 

While in early colonial North America the emphasis in stair design was 
overwhelmingly utilitarian, the post-revolutionary period brought a blossom- 
ing of public architecture, and with it opportunities for the deployment of 
monumental stairs. These were restricted, however, to only the grandest of 
public structures. Also, the subsequent periods of Classical, Romantic, and 
Eclectic styles meant a broadening of influences in architectural design and, 
consequently, a greater scope for the use of grand stairs (the stair in the entrance 
hall of the White House being a notable example of this influence). 

With the industrial and economic booms of the last two centuries, the 
monumental stair found a niche in commercial structures as well as in grand 
homes and public buildings. Today, many of the finest examples of the stair as 
architectural feature are to be found in commercial and retail spaces. 


Function and Style 

By definition, a monumental stair represents the conspicuous consumption of 
interior space in a grand architectural gesture. When featured in an entry space, 
a commercial foyer or hotel lobby for instance, a monumental stair is used to 
emphasize the character of the interior as a whole, signifying entry into a 
luxurious or great space. As a transitional feature, a stair is in the position of 
making an architectural and stylistic statement about the space it occupies while 
also linking that space to another and saying something about what is to come. 

This is certainly the case with a great stair in a department store or other 
retail space that links, for instance, a 
main floor with a mezzanine. It is com- 
mon for high-end department stores to 
feature their most exclusive lines in a 
gallery, and what better way to link the 
gallery to the rest of the store than with 
a monumental stair? 

The monumental stair can also 
make an appearance in unexpected 
places. Doug Adams, owner of Adams 
Stair Works & Carpentry, Inc., an Illi- 
nois-based design, consultancy, fabri-

This handsome cantilevered stair and solid-brass rail system was designed, fabricated, 
and installed by Big D Metalworks, Dallas-based fabricator of architectural and spe- 
cialty metals, for the Sak's Fifth Avenue men's store in San Fransisco. Engineered and 
designed to meet the strict building and seismic codes of California, the project was 
completed in ten weeks. Coordination with other trades meant that the stair structure 
was being shipped as rail fabrication was just beginning, so the rails were built to fit a 
metal template of the stair and then shipped. The requirement that the rails display no 
visible welds meant that the flat rails and posts had to be machined to very tight toler- 
ances, after precise rolling, and then mechanically attached to each other. This also 
meant that the sections of the railings had to be precisely fit so that the field joints 
would not be discernable. Another difficulty, overcome to great effect, was maintaining 
finish consistency on the rails, given the sizes of the finish pieces. 


the stairs in a very particular way. "The homes were mostly in the South," he 
says, "and the owner was trying to create an old-South feeling — a place which 
is more than just functional, with a touch of grandeur." 

Seventy to eighty percent of Adams' work is on residential projects, many 
of which are grand homes in traditional styles, so the firm has a great deal of 
experience in creating such a feeling. This desire for a traditional feel has also 
carried over into some of Adams' work on bank and church projects, where the 
monumental stair, particularly in finished hardwoods, evokes the styles popu- 
lar in the Southeast of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 


Design 

In both traditional and contemporary applications, current stair technology 
allows for an extensive design vocabulary. Common stair types include 
straight, flared, curved elliptical, and helical, and all of these basic designs may 
be built in a variety of ways; freestanding, self-supporting, and so on. 

One thing that should be kept in mind is that, due to the monumental nature 
of a monumental stair, basic design will almost invariably be dictated by the 
lead architect. Yet, within these architectural strictures, an astonishing array of 
design options are still available. 

Most stair manufacturers offer full design facilities as well as fabrication 
and installation capacity, and many firms specialize in specific styles and 
specific periods. There are also a number of firms that will customize designs 
in almost any conceivable way. Most commonly, however, a manufacturer will 
have a stock line of fittings, such as newels, railings, balusters, treads, and so 
on, which they will customize, to a greater or lesser extent, depending on the 
nature of the job and the client's wishes. 

Atthe high-end, there are those firms that work only on completely custom 
projects. Such firms will, where possible, usually consult with the architect at 
the design stage and oversee the entire project.

Nelson Co., specialists in the design and construction of commercial and residen- 
stairs in wood, steel, aluminum, bronze, and curved glass, built this fine circular 
stair for a clothing retailer in New York City. Fabrication of the steel structural compo- 
nents was outsourced to a firm who worked from Nelson's templates, while the mahog- 
any cladding and components were manufactured in Nelson's shop and installed in 
sections. The stair features a smooth and regular curve interrupted by landings, while 
the balusters and elegant box newels were hand-crafted.

While different materials are related to different styles and periods, 
wrought iron to the Spanish-Mediterranean style, for instance, or wood to 
certain strains of Classicism, stair technology now allows a great deal of scope 
in determining the finish a stair will have. The use of a steel structure beneath 
wood cladding, or the use of lightweight cast aluminum with an iron finish 
gives designers far more latitude with the kinds of stairs they are able to 
construct. From the traditional straight hardwood stair in monumental dimen- 
sions to an elaborate cantilevered, double elliptical, freestanding stair in iron, 
brass, and aluminum, stairbuilders are able to both accurately recreate period 
designs while expanding on the traditional design lexicon. 


Adams Stair Works, Illinois-based 
wood stair specialists, designed, fab- 
ricated, and installed this sweeping 
painted poplar stair for the Harbor 
Village retirement center in Chi- 
cago, Ill. Adams worked with an ex- 
isting steel substructure, an unusual 
circumstance for the firm. "We usu- 
ally get involved at a very early 
stage of design," say Adams owner 
Douglas Adams. The stair railing 
was carved while the balusters and 
newels were chosen from Adams' ex- 
tensive range of stock elements. 


Monumental projects 

There are three aspects to every monumental stair project; the structure, the 
body, and the finish. Consequently, a project is rarely completed in its entirety 
by a single firm. This is particularly the case with composite stairs. Finding a 
company capable of designing and fabricating a steel structure, wood cladding 
and decorative millwork, for example, is virtually impossible. 

With this in mind, Doug Bracken, President of Wiemann Ironworks, a 
custom metalcrafter responsible for a number of monumental stair projects, 
suggests that the key to a successful job is for it to involve either a group of 
individual contractors who are familiar with projects of this type and are 
sympathetic to each other's requirements, or a single person overseeing the 
project. Bracken notes that while the latter is more common now, sixty years 
ago a level of expertise and experience with this kind of project existed across 
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Wiemann Ironworks, Tulsa-based specialists in the design, fabrication, and installation 
of fine quality custom metalcraft, won this year's National Ornamental & Miscellane- 
ous Metals Association (NOMMA) gold medal in the category of Complete Stairs for 
this beautiful continuous-curving, cantilevered, double elliptical stair and balcony in a 
new St. Louis, Mo., building. Wiemann was resposible for the entire stair system, out- 
sourcing the structural diced PET and the hand- and mac rved wood curb sys- 
tem, then designing, fabricating, and installing the decorative forged railings for both 
stair and balcony.

In their own practice, Nelson will generally receive a basic design from a 
project architect, from which they will draw up full-size working drawings. 
These are literally templates for the supporting structure and, if followed 
carefully, they will allow Nelson to clad and finish the stair smoothly and 
accurately. 

A monumental stair is a monumental undertaking, but with the appropri- 
ate choice of design and materials, as well as ca reful coordination of the project, 
the outcome can be spectacular, as the examples we have gathered illustrate.

Beaux-Arts-style building, artisans from EverGreene Painting Studios 
repaired cracks and patched holes in over 30 columns and pilasters, and 
renewed the natural finish, followed by a protective buffed carnauba-wax 
finish. The team also installed four replica columns and pilasters fabricated 
by David Hayles. James McDonald of Missoula was the architect. 
Pennsylvania State Capitol. Flat panels in the grand lobby of the 
Speaker Matthew J. Ryan Legislative Office Building were cracked and 
warped. Novinger’s, Inc., removed the panels, routed out the back, flattened 
them, reinforced with fiberglass backing, repaired cracks and reinstalled the 
panels. Sanding and a French polish (a luminous shellac finish applied in 
three stages) replicated the historic finish. Replica panels to reconstruct the 
balcony walls were fabricated with the assistance of scagliola consultant 
Ahmad Suleiman. Planning and design of the comprehensive restoration 
was by VITETTA. 
Cathedral of St. Helena, Helena, Montana. Conrad Schmitt Studios and 
Lusack Brothers restored unstable scagliola columns that had gradually 
become cracked and detached from their support structure after an explosive 
train crash rocked Helena in 1989. Fiber-optic inspection with video record- 
ing was employed to document the condition of attachments to the sub- 
| strate. The work involved reattachment with plaster wads and wire ties, 

crack repair, consolidation, patching, and infill with new molded scagliola. 
Surfaces were cleaned and coated with polish, sealant, and a clear siloxane 
surface enhancer. 

Despite the flurry of projects, the number of artisans exclusively devoted 
to scagliola restoration in the U.S. in recent years can be counted on two 
hands. Artisans with some experience and varying levels of skill may num- 
ber little more than 25. Fabrication, infill of cracks and patching require real 
artistry and technique to do well; cleaning, polishing and buffing demand 
laborious diligence and high standards to get superior results. 


| Identifying Scagliola: The First Step in Preserving It 


A number of clues can be used to distinguish scagliola from genuine marble. 
Scagliola, made of pigmented gypsum plaster, stays at room temperature

pieces that reveal the internal plaster structure and backing of scagliola 
made from the marezzo technique make it obvious. Hairline crack patterns 
in scagliola differ from stress cracks in marble. When gently tapped, scaglio- 
la has a different sound than denser stone. One can often sense a void 
between a molded scagliola column and its support structure. Another clue 
is monolithic columns without joints; scagliola columns can be made in sec- 
tions and the seams infilled to blend perfectly. The pattern can be a give- 
away — much scagliola was made to look exactly like a variety of natural 
marbles, but some was made in outlandish colors and patterns that are not 
known in nature. 


A Checklist: Does Your Scagliola Need Restoration? 
Good-quality scagliola is physically robust and retains its beauty indefinitely 
in a hospitable environment. But soiled scagliola with cracks and gouges can 
look terrible, which is why it was sometimes painted over. At the Allen 
County Courthouse, Monty Brigner of the EverGreene team reports that “the 
surfaces were covered with nicotine. Wads of chewing tobacco left stains. 
People put their feet on columns and wore off corners.” 

Owners and building professionals can begin to assess the condition of 
scagliola in a historic building by looking for these frequently encountered 
problems:

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* Structural: Cracks; detachment from the walls or support structure; 
broken or rusted fixings; missing pieces; delamination of the surface 
from its background core; warping or shrinkage; water damage. 

* Cosmetic: Bad patches and crack repairs that stand out as flaws, 
made with plaster, caulking, drywall or other materials of the wrong 
composition and color; overpaint; discoloration from historic coat- 
ings, soiling, stains, or previous "maintenance" coatings. 

Temporary measures can be taken to preserve unstable scagliola for 
future repair. Matt Lusack of Lusack Brothers cautions owners not to rip out 
scagliola that is cracked or loose. Secure unstable scagliola in place using 
plastic or metal straps that won't scratch or rust, or removable tape. It’s easi- 
er and less costly to reattach pieces and fill in cracks than to make matching 
infill pieces. Temporary patches can be made with plaster that must be softer 
| than the scagliola, so they can be removed and redone properly later. 

Once the extent of the problems is recognized and the potential aesthetic 
benefit of restoration understood, the process of developing a scope of work 
tailored to the building's needs, determining costs and choosing qualified 
| artisans can go forward. 


| Managing Restoration Projects 

"Very few architects have had any experience in overseeing scagliola 
restoration," says Jerome Alciatore AIA, CCS, FCSI, who has consulted on 
several projects over the last 20 years. “It’s not in the everyday vocabulary of 
architects and contractors." b 

What do architects who have managed scagliola restoration projects 
have to say about the process in retrospect? Three architects shared their rec- 
ommendations for structuring them in a low-bid procurement environment 
to ensure that work is performed according to preservation standards by 
competent firms: Alciatore of Alciatore Associates, Metairie, La., who con- 
sulted on the Mississippi State Capitol, the Post Office in Washington, D.C., 
and the Whitney Bank in New Orleans, among others; Scott Allen, AIA, of 
RDG Bussard Dikis, whose firm is supervising phased restoration at the 
Iowa State Capitol; and Michael Holleman, Studio Manager, Historic 
Preservation, VITETTA, whose firm directed comprehensive restoration and 
upgrading at the Speaker Matthew J. Ryan Legislative Office Building at the 
Pennsylvania State Capitol. Similar principles apply to private projects 
where owners have more y 
freedom to choose who 
they want to do the work 
and may not even have an 
architect involved. 
| The concern about 
quality workmanship is 
| nothing new. Back in 1929, 
standards for fabrication of 
new scagliola were the 
principal concern of 
| Clifford Wayne Spencer in 
his article “Artificial 
| Marble and Scagliola” in 
The Architectural Forum. 
“Ideally, the selection and 
supervision of a scagliola 
artisan should be under the 
direct control and supervi- 
sion of the architect, with a 
cash allowance, as in a 
fine-arts procurement con- 
tract,” he wrote, deploring 
the decline in quality that 
resulted from treating it as 
| a low-bid item. Both archi- 
tects and scagliola artisans 
today agree that restora- 
tion work should be direct- 
ly controlled by the archi- 
tect, not by a general con- 
tractor. 

A] Staehli, a preserva- 
tion architect in Portland, Ore., who directed the restoration of scagliola 
columns at Portland City Hall in the early 1980s, recounts the story of a 
Portland theater renovation where there were no performance specifications 
or requalification requirements for restoring scagliola columns and wall pan- 
els. Instead of renewing the finish, the contractor painted over the scagliola 
in a faux-marble pattern!

1. Conditions Survey and Materials Testing. 

“The conditions survey should be done by someone who knows the materi- 
al,” points out Jeff Greene, whose paper “Architectural Scagliola in 
Significant American Interiors,” written for the Historic Interiors Conference 
II in 1990, discusses conditions surveys and repair options. Conditions sur- 
veys or more detailed conservation studies and testing are performed under 
the architect's supervision, and recommended scopes of work and treat- 
ments are incorporated into contract documents. Just as painting conserva- 
tors who perform conservation studies are often hired to carry out the work 
with the assistance of technicians, scagliola specialists often fill this dual role 
of conservator / contractor. 

A scagliola survey is like a stone survey. Its purpose is to determine 
structural stability and make assumptions about the amount and type of 
work needed: square feet of stripping of old coatings or paint; polishing; 
consolidation and/or mechanical reattachment; crack repair; minor patch- 
ing; major patching where sections of matching new scagliola have to be 
made; and replacement of entire elements, such as columns, panels or mold- 
ings. If there are a lot of cracks and broken pieces, elevation drawings should

be marked up, with each element numbered and labeled, and keyed to a list 
of defects. Photographic documentation is essential. If the scagliola is in 
good shape and needs mainly cosmetic work, a survey can be less specific. 
Scaffolding may be necessary for survey and testing. 

If the scagliola is painted over, Allen recommends engaging a decorative- 
finishes specialist to perform paint-removal tests. Standard paint and coat- 
ings analysis techniques used by conservators, combined with documentary 
research, can reveal what coatings were applied when, their significance, 
their condition, whether and how they can be safely removed, and what type 
of finish is recommended as part of restoration. Among the coatings that 
have been encountered are French polish (a shellac finish which was some- 
times applied historically instead of producing the time-consuming natural 
finish); mastics; polyurethane; acrylics; and all manner of paints. 


2. Scope of Work and Performance Specifications 

From the findings of the survey and treatment recommendations, reach 
agreement with the owner about the scope of work to be performed and the 
desired result. The methods of artistry and craftsmanship should be left to 
the individual artisan. Architects say that the y rely heavily on specifications 
for methodology provided by the scagliola artisans and incorporate them 
into bid documents. However, approaches of contractors differ and it is up 
to the supervising professional to make an informed judgment as to which 
treatments are appropriate for their building and what outcome is desired. 
Performance specifications should set forth quality standards in materials 
and workmanship. 


3. Prequalification of Subcontractors 
“Definitely prequalify contractors for public works,” advises Alciatore. 
“Prequalify people who follow your specs, not those who substitute with 
‘value engineering’ that cheapens the job (like painting faux marble).” Allen 
recommends requiring a range of years of experience, recently completed 
projects of similar scope, and satisfactory references. The architect should 
inspect completed work and understand standards of w orkmanship suffi- 
ciently to make an informed judgement. Adds Holleman, “only by prequali- 
fying can you exercise design control by limiting subs to firms w ho you feel 
are worthy of the job. In a low-bid environment, as long as the successful 
low bidder provides information that the sub meets qualification require- 
ments, you can't choose who they'll use." Do you want a contractor to learn 
on the job, on your historic scagliola? 
4. Mock-ups on the Job Site 
All three architects emphasize the importance of mock-ups to illustrate to 
bidders the standard of quality expected, and recommended keeping the 
mock-up in place throughout the job. Holleman explains, "it's important to 
define what you want to achieve: for example, what kind of finish is expect- 
ed." Alciatore points out that it would be impractical and costly to have 
mock-ups of every repair technique, but specifications can spell out accept- 
able approaches. During construction superv ision, the architect should 
inspect samples of different types of repair. "Shop drawings are important 
for fabrication work so that everyone has the same understanding of dimen- 
sions and configuration," he adds. 


5. Protection During Construction 
Much damage can be done to scagliola during interior construction work 
where it is not adequately protected, particularly where it is not recognized 
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and not part of the scope of work. Explicit responsibility for protection of 
scagliola should be part of the general construction contract. Procedures 
should be communicated to all parties working on the site. A big offender is 
impact from equipment such as scaffolding and lifts, tools or furnishings. 
Terry Vanderwell, Director of Restoration at EverGreene, advises protecting 
scagliola from potentially damaging chemicals (such as caustic paint strip- 
pers) by covering it with plastic sheets. If construction or painting is going 
on in an adjacent space, close off doorways to keep out stray paint, dust and 
debris. 


How to Evaluate Workmanship 
What matters is the outcome: a work of beauty that will endure. 
Understanding the original appearance of scagliola as part of the historic 
decorative scheme is the best guide to making decisions about treatment. 

The artisan’s use of materials that are physically and aesthetically com- 
patible with the historic scagliola is one part of the equation, calling upon a 
mastery of plaster and pigments, color and pattern, and classical techniques 
for fabrication of American marezzo. For many jobs, technicians must also be 
skilled in plaster-consolidation techniques dev: eloped by architectural con- 
servators, as well as in coatings removal. 


Removal of Coatings 
Quality workmanship in removing finishes means avoiding damage to the 
surface such as burning from chemicals, discoloration or scratching. 

Terry VanderWell notes that shellac finishes that have yellowed over 
time are frequently cited for removal. Shellac can be wiped off with dena- 
tured alcohol, which dissolves it quickly. For safe paint stripping that will 
not damage the scagliola, he recommends an environmentally safe, relatively 
neutral solvent designed to remove paint from plaster. Among the manufac- 
turers of these products are Back to Nature Products Co., Dumond 
Chemicals, Inc. (Peel Away 6 and 7), and Nutec Industrial Chemical, Inc. 
Never use sodium hydroxide-based or acidic strippers, he emphasizes 
Spattered paint can often be scraped off with a razor blade. 

“Linseed oil is notorious for yellowing over time and staining the sur- 
face, and is usually to be avoided in restoration work,” remarks Jeffrey 
Greene. “But exceptions do exist. Our chemical analysis of scagliola at the 
U.S. Capitol confirmed our suspicion that linseed oil was used as a case 
hardener for the dark-colored true scagliola made in the 1850s by European 
ornamental plasterers. From our research on European scagliola over the 
centuries, we know that linseed oil was sometimes intentionally rubbed in 
and penetrates into the plaster. Consequently, when matching scagliola that 
was treated this way originally, we have to determine what type of linseed 
oil to use to achieve the same effect. If we have to re-create French polish on 
a job, we would normally use super-blonde shellac and a non-yellowing lin- 
seed oil.” 

Mechanical removal of coatings or stains by sanding is an acceptable 
option in certain situations because of the depth of scagliola. 


Crack Repair, Patching, and Replacement Sections 
Successful patching and infill starts with the right choice of materials that 
correspond to the original 
scagliola or marezzo tech- 
nique. Fine Keene’s cement 
(a form of gypsum plaster), 
animal glue and permanent 
mineral pigments are the 
fundamental elements. The 
goal is to achieve the same 
hardness and sheen as the 
existing scagliola. 

Artisans mix many 
batches of samples to “crack 
the code,” finally choosing 
samples that match the dif- 
ferent colors of the original 
scagliola pattern. It takes 2- 
3 weeks of drying time to 
And the 
colors change upon polish- 
ing, too. 

Cracks are prepared by 
cutting out grooves to a 
jagged V-shape. Detached 
pieces can be reused and 
loose scagliola around 
cracks and patches can be 
reattached using plaster 
consolidation and adhesion 
techniques. The backing is 
prepared and finally the 
infill scagliola is painstak- 
ingly applied to continue 
the pattern and veining that surrounds it. Color from the chosen batches are 

“touched in” over small repaired cracks with a palette knife. The color is 
gradually revealed through the process of stopping and honing. 

It’s normal to have to rout out and redo patches that don’t match per- 
fectly, says Greene. “It’s the same procedure used in making pietra dura, the 
Italian inlaid scagliola prized for tabletops and decorative panels, in which 
ground colors are routed out and filled in with new material, like an intricate 
jigsaw puzzle.” 

Standards of quality workmanship cited by Hayles and Vanderwell:

* There should be no voids, gaps or holes. 

* Notice the consistency of sheen and its depth over all surfaces 

* The surface should be brought to a perfectly even plane, with no 
dips, and no crooked edges on mitred corners or moldings. 

* Pattern and veining should continue around columns as on a 
monolith, with no visible joints where sections are joined. Similarly, 
on moldings the pattern and veining should appear marble-like and 
not drop away as can happen if silk skeins float to the top during 
casting. 


Cleaning and Polishing 

Not all scagliola requires major restoration. Scagliola that is sound, with 
minor hairline cracks and scratches, and no problematic coatings, may just 
need cleaning and polishing to regain its brilliance. For years, Mike 
Kempster, Master of Plaster Finishing Systems, did periodic maintenance of 
scagliola at the Boston Opera House prior to its restoration at the Wang 
Center, and performed similar work at other sites in the Northeast 
Kempster says his technique is messy but not difficult: He rubs down the 
scagliola with fine-grit sandpaper and water, and uses polishing powders to 
clean off soiling and 
bring back the shine. He 
doesn't mind leaving 
minor surface cracks 
and scratches that show 
age, but repairs them if 
the owner is willing to 
pay for it. 

Similar techniques 
and variations are used 
by other firms to clean 
surfaces. At Allen 
County Courthouse, 
where smoke stains 
accumulated over a cen- 
tury, the restoration 
team has been sanding 
them out successfully, 
using the same honing 
and polishing process 
employed to create the 
original finish. Deep 
tobacco stains are dug 
out and patched. 

Just as masonry 
cleaning is carefully 
specified, tested and 
supervised, so 
should the cleaning of

that no scratching, discoloration or other 
damage occur as a result of cleaning 
attempts. 

The final step in the process is pol- 
ishing, which itself involves many steps of 
rubbing down with wet stones and stop- 
ping with pigmented plaster as described 
in Part 1. “It takes buckets of elbow 
grease,” says Ed Magee of EverGreene. 

David Hayles is adamant about 
maintaining the integrity of the natural 
polish in which the sheen comes entirely 
from the scagliola, not from any applied 
coating. The only additional finish he con- 
siders acceptable is a non-yellowing trans- 
parent microcrystalline wax, such as car- 
nauba or marble wax, over surfaces sub- 
ject to fingerprints and liquid spills. 

French polish applied to some 
scagliola in the 19th and early-20th cen- 
turies was scorned as a short-cut by some 
writers of the day. If French polishing was 
the historic treatment, a decision may be 
made to continue with it even if it has to 
be reapplied after removal of yellowed 
coating. Coatings without historic prece- 
dent, such as varnishing, polyurethane or 
acrylic, are now widely considered to be 
unacceptable. 

Maintaining scagliola once the sur- 
face has been restored is like caring for fine 
wooden furniture. Occasional dusting, 
buffing, and cleaning of fingerprints with 
furniture polish and a soft cloth is all that 
is needed. Brigner considers the controlled 
atmosphere in buildings now to be better 
for scagliola than the indoor environments 
of the past, where tobacco smoke, soot 
from coal heat, and temperature extremes 
caused soiling and cracking. 


The Future of Scagliola 

Scagliola restoration brings together the principles and techniques of archi- 
tectural conservation with those of the ornamental plasterer and decorative 
artist. “It involves both conservation of the fabric and conserving a craft that 
very nearly got lost,” remarks David Hayles. Jeff Greene likens the connois- 
seurship of scagliola to that of a fine work of art and the standard of finishes 
to that of a perfectly restored vintage automobile. It’s time for wider recogni- 
tion across the country of scagliola as an art form to be preserved and a his- 
toric building material to be treated responsibly according to contemporary 
preservation standards. E

DEMYSTIFYING NON-WOOD FLOORING 


If the range of options in wood flooring seems somewhat daunting, the field of 
non-wood flooring is liable to appear downright scarey. First there's the ques- 
tion of materials: Should the floor be stone, ceramic, concrete, or something 
more unusual — maybe terrazzo or mosaic? If the spec calls for stone, do you 
want granite or marble or slate or limestone or sandstone or onyx or bluestone? 
New stone or antique? If you want ceramic, should it be pavers or tile? If you 
want concrete, should it be stained or colored or left in its natural hue? Cast- 


concrete pavers or poured-in-place flooring? And if you want something un- 
usual, how about something even more unusual than terrazzo or mosaic — 
maybe cork or brick? Without the SourceList (starting below), you could find 
yourself paralyzed by the wealth of options currently available. With this 
overview, however, you can get a handle on 37 experts in non-wood flooring, 
and a better understanding of what the potentials are when you select a floor 
that was never a tree.

COMMERCIAL ART GLASS 


oe GOLASSWCTS 


A commercial ceiling fabricated in art glass can be dramatic, memorable, and a complicated under- 


taking. Therefore, a good understanding of the fabrication process will allow for a seamless spec.

D ecorative glazed ceilings can lend upper-glass appeal to almost any building. “We do a lot 
of restaurant projects," says Allen Dragge, president of Reflection Studios, Inc., a leaded- 
glass art studio in Emeryville, Calif. “But we also have done work in banks, hotels, clubs, 
county courthouses, and state capitol buildings." These applications exploit the physical properties 
of glass — notably its translucence and molten flexibility — to make memorable interiors. Although 
the variations are endless, they are based on relatively few themes. When creating a see-through 
ceiling, architects have a choice of three shapes: a flat profile; an barrel vault, curved only in the 
vertical plane; and a hemisphere, curved in both horizontal and vertical directions. 

No matter what shape is chosen, it will require a second layer of glass above it, shielding the 
ceiling from damage. “I’ve yet to see a dome in which the glass is not protected with another 
enclosure," says Rocky Applebeck, shop foreman at Conrad Schmitt Studios, Inc., a New Berlin, 
Wisc., decorative-arts studio. 

As with any project, it's a good idea to inquire about the relevant state and local codes before 
finalizing the plans. Fortunately, says Dragge, "slope glazing is exempt from the Uniform Building 
Code." His suggestion? Be sure to label the blueprint as a "decorative glass ceiling," to remind 
inspectors that it's exempt. Otherwise, the sky, quite literally, is the limit. Dragge believes that there 
are no size restrictions. "We have done ceilings that were 100 feet long. We could make the 
Astrodome out of art glass," he insists. "It all depends on the superstructure, the steel grid for the 
panels," explains Applebeck. "The arc, diameter, and rise of the dome determine the geometrics." 
Those geometrics, in turn, help determine the cost. Glass ceilings require sophisticated, unobtrusive 
reinforcement. Dragge points out that "there's always a negotiation between complexity and price. 
The more complex the design, the more expensive it is." 

Typically, the steel grid supports glass framing made of zinc, copper, or — in smaller applica- 
tions — lead. (Applebeck says that today's conservation-grade lead is stiffer and stronger than older 
formulations, thanks to the addition of tin and antimony.) The glass panels are then fastened into 
place. Sometimes, the framing is used as an important design element in its own right. For specific 
applications, other materials may come into play. Reflection Studios, for example, has devised an 
integral seismic-restraint system that uses cables to take the gravity load off both the steel frame and 
the glass. For all their apparent fragility, these ceilings are built to last. Dragge reports that exam ples 
erected with the seismic-restraint system survived an earthquake in Loma Prieto, Calif. Conse- 
quently, depending on the job, contractors' estimates may range from several hundred dollars to 
several thousand dollars per square foot. You can expect to be charged high-end fees for especially 
challenging shapes, like ellipses, oblongs, and parabolas. Want to commission a ceiling composed 
of numerous tiny panels? Remember that the effort involved in installing those panels will result in 
larger labor costs. So will replicating ornate, Turn-of-the-Century patterns that rely on repetition. 

Next, consider the type of glazing itself. Predictably enough, mouth-blown materials can run 
four to twenty 
times the cost of 
machine-made; 
curved panels are 
more expensive to 
produce than flat 
ones. Eye-catch- 
ing details, such 
as painting, etch- 
ing, and pressed 
shapes, will also 
increase the bill.

derived from gold 
ore. The other significant exception? Iridescent dichroic glass, a luxurious, high- 
tech product. 

Once you've established the dimensions and motif of the ceiling, pay equal 
attention to the far-less glamorous structure that goes above it. The design of the 
outer glass can make, or break, the entire project. "You'd be amazed at how often 
architects forget about the space above the ceiling," comments Dragge. It's very 
importantand frequently overlooked." Heat reduction is critical. Because the two 
layers of glass constitute a greenhouse, air temperatures inside this chamber can 
soar on sunny days, even in the dead of winter. Therefore, the first step is to 
minimize overall solar impact. Select the uppermost glazing for its ability to 
prevent glare and hot spots without diminishing the ceiling. Opt for tinted glass 
shields instead of clear; acid-etched or textured surfaces will further diffuse 
sunlight. At the same time, supply ventilation to let hot air escape. “You need to 
provide weeping, so heat doesn’t build up,” notes Applebeck. 

Ironically, lack of illumination may be a second concern, particularly in a 
location that's open in the evening. Dragge recommends that light come from 
indirect sources. "Lamps should be out of view to someone who is looking up," 
he says. Out of sight does not imply out of reach; burned-out light bulbs will need 
»* à to be replaced. 

Finally, give thought to routine maintenance. Domes act as magnets for 
high-visibility dirt and dust. Filtration systems can reduce the accumulation. 
Nonetheless, the best ceiling designs include access for cleaning. E

HISTORIC LIGHTING SPECIFICATIONS: 


THE ROLE OF VALUE 
ENGINEERING IN 
LIGHTING HISTORIC SPACES 


Since virtually no commercial restoration projects have an unlimited budget, it's important to 


know bow to cut costs without compromising the project. Here, a historic lighting manufacu- 


trer sheds light on what corners can be cut and which can't when it comes to lighting.

ALUE ENGINEERING is, for some, a nasty 
\ / little phrase which describes lower values and 
decreased quality, and results in more de-engi- 
neering than re-engineering. For others, careful re-en- 
gineering for cost-reduction purposes can result in 
products of equal value and performance, and make 
the difference between a project moving forward or 
being stalled or “shelved” due to budgeting con- 
straints. 

Lighting specifications for historic projects gener- 
ally are broken down into two separate groups: his- 
toric lighting (restoration and replication) and 
non-historic lighting (new “off the shelf” fixtures pur- 
chased “through distribution” and often specified 
with the assistance of factory representatives). His- 
toric-lighting specifiers, like their counterparts in 
other construction categories, bring their own set of 
ideas, knowledge base, preservation principles, and 
prejudices to the specification process. One thing eve- 
ryone shares, however, is their role in providing for 
the owner the highest-quality product for the least 
amount of cost; part of the job is getting the best value 
for the owner. 

In the initial budget-setting phase of project devel- 
opment, the emphasis on quality in restoration or 
replication is high. Often, existing fixtures are speci- 
fied to be removed, carefully packed and crated, 
shipped to the restoration manufacturer, completely 
stripped to bare metal, finished to match the original, 
re-wired to U.L. specifications, and finally re-installed. 

If new fixtures are to be manufactured from exist- 
ing fixtures or historic-photo documentation, exact 
replication is generally specified; often a sample of the 
replicated fixture is required for approval and is sub- 
mitted for side-by-side comparison with the original 
to insure the quality of the reproduction. 

After the specifications are completed and “out to 
bid,” things start to get interesting. Even if there are 
three or more pre-qualified bidders specified to de- 
liver a quality product, the competitive bid process 
(designed to provide competitive pricing to the 
owner) also drives the attempt by contractors to lower 
cost by way of supplier substitution or “value engi- 
neering” specified product. If the specification is 
“tight” (i.e., written to protect against the substitution 
of unqualified manufacturers or products), the con- 
tractor will be unable to substitute a cheaper product 
and must supply exactly what is specified. A well 
written specification can thus help insure quality 
products and prevent unscrupulous contractors, fac- 
tory representatives, or manufacturers from pocket- 
ing the difference between the specified product and

Due to budget 
limitations, the manufacturer was asked if the fixtures could be supplied in a cheaper material but match the 
original "antique bronze, dark oxidized and relieved" finish. The fixtures were fabricated from steel flat 
stock, stamped steel leaves, and banding (rather than the cast bronze on the originals). Without having to 
make new patterns, molds, and tooling, the fixtures cost only 5096 of the original bid. The faux finish is 
bronze powder coat deep gold, relieved with dark brown antiquing glaze clear-coated with Incralac — an ex- 
trememly durable acrylic lacquer with a U.V. inhibitor. In future generations, these fixtures can still be refur- 
bished for a new life.

the substituted one. 

However, when the bid process comes in “over budget,” specifiers 
are often asked to develop an “across the board” menu of cost-cutting 
choices for the owner. This assists the owner in establishing cost priori- 
ties, helping determine whether to proceed with the project, delay the 
project until more funding is available, phase the project over time, or 
utilize its expenditures in such a way that the project can proceed. This 
process of “value engineering” should involve all parties on the project 
team, keeping in mind the projected life of the building and the final 
“value” of the building. For example, if a historic hotel is being restored 
for quick resale rather than a long-term ownership, the developers are 
more likely to spend their dollars on cosmetic items that help sell it, 
rather than on long-term structural engineering items that are less 
visible. 

There are several categories of cost reduction in restoring or repli- 
cating historic lighting; as a general rule, the greatest cost savings are on 
labor rather than materials. 


Materials 


Most historic fixtures were of non-ferrous material; bronze, brass, cop- 
per, or combinations thereof. In the late-19th and early-20th centuries, 
many manufacturers had their own foundries “in house.” Bronze was 
readily available in bar stock, flat stock, sheet and plain, or decorative 
tubing. Today’s choices are much more limited. Brass is readily available 
in most forms; bronze and copper are not as available. The preferred 


U.S. Dept. of Agriculture: CD#6668. This fixture “replication” exemplifies the substitu- 
tion of materials. The metalwork replicates the original, polished cast bronze. The 
“bowls” were originally carved alabaster, weighing over 40 Ibs. The natural fissures in 
the stone began to separate over time (70 years), requiring replacement. The “faux ala- 
baster” replacements were made of fiberglass: The color, size, and finish are very simi- 
lar to the original. The fiberglass bowls transmit a little more light, weigh only 10 
pounds, cost 1/6 as much as the real alabaster, and are not nearly as fragile. 
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Notre Dame Administration Building. This photo represents three cost- 
saving measures: the use of bronze powder coat (clear-coated with In- 
cralac) on a steel housing (rather than a patinated solid-brass or bronze 
housing); the use of cast-bronze applied ornament rather than casting the 
entire ring; and the use of marbled acrylic (faux alabaster) rather than 
slumped glass or alabaster panels. 


least-costly and most-used material is brass, which can be 
finished to match the original bronze patinas, and has simi- 
lar overall metallurgical characteristics to bronze. 

The use of steel or aluminum, painted or plated to ap- 
proximate the originally specified finishes, is often an ac- 
ceptable alternative to brass, copper, or bronze. The cost 
savings can range from 20 to 30%. It is also possible to use 
bronze or brass on some elements and to use steel or alumi- 
num on larger spun elements (where the cost savings are 
greatest). This combination of finishes is both aesthetically 
pleasing and historically authentic. 


Diffusers: Shades, Bowls, 
Panels, etc. 


Historic fixtures used glass diffusers of every color, size, 
shape, and finish imaginable. Occasionally other materials 
— mica, alabaster, rock quartz, or marble — were also used. 

Exact replication of original glass — first making the 
mold, then the glass, then the historic process of acid-etching 
or copper-wheel engraving, etc. — is very expensive, espe- 
cially for small runs. The simplest cost reduction is to use 
existing, “off the shelf" glassware available from several 
historic-lighting manufacturers or lamp-part suppliers. 
Most of these shades can be purchased for 1/3 to 1/5 the cost 
of custom glass; most glass companies will not produce less 
than 100 pieces without a hefty setup charge. 

In some cases, acrylic, polycarbonate, or fiberglass can 
replace glass. These materials are lighter in weight than 
glass, and in many cases they can be molded or colored to 
closely match the original. They're also much less likely to 
break in shipping, handling, or post-installation mainte- 
nance. New products are U.V. stable and thus will not dis- 
color, but they're all much less tolerant of heat than glass is. 
Forlow-temperature applications, those materials should be 
considered an option — especially in public spaces where 
liability concerns are an issue. 


Finish 

Finishing ornamental metal is labor intensive, especially 
when patinated and relieved finishes are specified. They 
require removing existing coatings to bare metal, finishing 


the metal itself (polishing, satin finishing, etc.), patinating, 
relieving, and coating (usually with a clear lacquer). Some-

times there are alternatives to complete refinishing if the existing under- 
lying patina appears to be in salvageable condition: no evidence of 
oxidation, pitting, severe discoloration, or “bronze rot.” The surface 
coating should be removed by non-abrasive means (solvents, paint 
stripper, hot alkali solution). Once the old surface (paint, varnish, or 
lacquer) is removed, it is possible to determine if the existing patina can 
be preserved in place. Often the original finish will require some touch- 
up or “evening out” of contrast (caused by U.V. darkening or exposure 
to air and moisture), but the amount of time saved can be half as much 
as the labor required to totally refinish the fixture, and the final result of 
saving the original patina can look as good or better than total refinish- 
ing.

Another cost-saving method is to specify a different finish com- 
pletely. Polished brass and satin brass require about the same amount 
of labor; antiquing adds another level of cost; relieving a patinated finish 
adds another level. Plated finishes (chrome, nickel, silver over solid 
brass, bronze, or copper) add a significant level of cost (usually 20 to 
30%; more for silver and gold), and antiquing the plated finishes adds 
even more cost. 

Faux finishing is the traditional cost-saving method in this area 
because it allows the use of cheaper base metals (steel, iron, aluminum) 
and because some applications are less labor intensive than the patina- 
tion process. A color-matched bronze powder coat on steel to comple- 
ment the antique bronze finish on the ornamental parts of a fixture can 
save as much as 20%. 


Design: God is in the Details, but 
Complexity Costs 


Much of the original lighting that remains in our historic public build- 
ings and residences could be described as “ceiling jewelry.” When 
specifying the replication of historic lighting, it is important to remem- 
ber that these fixtures spend their lives on walls and ceilings for the 
purpose of general illumination and aesthetic accentuation; they are not 
hand jewelry requiring zero-tolerance perfection. The over-specification 
of detail (sometimes the external projection of the obsessive-compulsive 
character traits of the specifier) results in increased labor and materials 
costs; again, not a problem if the owner is willing to pay for the design 
complexity or perfection in its execution. The standard means to save 
cost in this instance is to specify “similar,” with follow-up information 
describing what is acceptable and unacceptable in design, material, 
scale, and finish. The simplification of design, and the substitution of 
material and finish, can reduce costs by 20 to 50% and still result in an 
acceptable product. 


Scale/Standard Parts 


Sometimes a small reduction or increase in size can reduce cost. Raw 
material (sheet brass, bar stock) comes in standard sizes; lighting parts 
(shade holders, couplings, finials, glass shades, and so on) come in 
standard sizes, patterns, and colors. The use of standard sizes and 
available parts avoids labor-intensive custom fabrication; this includes 
(when working closely with a manufacturer) availing yourself of the 
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preexisting patterns, molds, and tooling which the manufacturer has on 
hand from prior work and which is available for reuse. 

Remember: The fixture is on the ceiling. A general rule is that if your 
eye cannot discriminate the difference in design between two similar 
parts (one an exact custom replication and one "off the shelf"), there 
should be latitude to consider the use of the "similar," cheaper (mass- 
produced) product. 


Over-Specification 


Once again, the rule here is keep it simple. A recent specification required 
that "all historic fixtures shall be packed in molded foam, placed in 
cartons, and secured inside wood crates. Fixtures shall be shipped both 
ways only in the restoration manufacturers' supplied vehicles, but 
under no circumstances shall fixtures be shipped by common carrier. 
Each fixture's condition shall be photo-documented prior to packing, 
each side as well as top and bottom shall be photographed both in 35mm 
and digital format." This specification probably added 10 to 15% in 
unnecessary cost. Since the fixtures were cast bronze, damage was 
highly unlikely. An "insurance clause" (for fixture-replacement value) 
should cover all risk. Generally one or two good photos, with written 
detailed "damage notations," are sufficient condition documentation. 

If the specification clearly defines who is responsible for what and 
when, and requires the restoration manufacturers to be on site during 
take-down to advise proper handling, disassembly, packing, and crating 
methods, the electrical contractor should be able to take down, pack, and 
crate the fixtures safely and effectively. The same is true for the return 
trip. With the restoration manufacturer already having provided assem- 
bly and installation instructions, on-site presence helps insure safe un- 
crating, handling, and re-installation. Normally, it's not necessary for 
the restoration manufacturer to be present all the time; only for the most 
difficult (usually large-scale) fixture assemblies and installation, and 
then only for a representative sample fixture. 


Caveat Emptor: Let the Buyer Beware! 


Some final words about value: Know your products! When value engi- 
neering, create a menu for cost-savings options. Keep all parties in- 
volved in the process (owner, architect, project manager, engineer, 
lighting consultant, and manufacturer). Each party will have a different 
view toward cost saving and preserving value; all ideas should be on 
the table and out in the open. 

Think past just providing initial value and think toward preserving 
value. Sometimes the more-expensive product is cheaper in the long run. 
Fixtures specified with energy-saving compact fluorescent lamps with 
integral ballasts may cost more initially, but pay back much more in the 
long-run due to low maintenance and energy savings. The higher cost 
of properly specified lighting replication in a State Capitol, for example, 
may well save the cost of several generations of inferior products. 

In the end, value engineering is a nod toward practicality; it is a form 
of compromise, once defined as a situation in which parties reluctantly 
agree and leave the table unhappy — but satisfied. Necessity often 
requires such compromises, even of the high-minded. E

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AN ELEPHANTINE LIGHTING JOB 


The ingenuity of glass fiber optics lights up Lucy the Elephant. Although an unusual 


application, the technology is appropriate for everything from courthouses to...elephants.

ow do you light an elephant 

— especially a gigantic 

three-story wooden pachy- 
derm that is a National Historic Land- 
mark? Since 1882, Margate, New 
Jersey’s Lucy the Elephant has weath- 
ered over 100 years of severe Atlantic 
hurricanes that have leveled newer 
but less sturdy structures. At times, 
she has also lacked even basic main- 
tenance. Having first been a real es- 
tate office, then a hotel and a tavern, 
Lucy has now been turned into a mu- 
seum, which opened in the summer 
season of 2000. 

For the transformation, materials 
and methods were required not only 
to satisfy life-safety and building 
codes, but also to retain the integrity 
of this historic property's original de- 
sign and fabric. Although always es- 
sential, lighting is one of the most 
destructive elements in a building 
(along with an unbalanced tempera- 
ture/humidity level). With pro- 
longed exposure, the infrared rays 
emitted by ALL light, natural or man- 
made, will dry out fugitive organic 
materials such as wood, textiles, pa- 
per, leather, ivory, and lacquer; ultra- 
violet will fade them

Glass fiber optics fit neatly in the confined space. 
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irreversibly. Introducing electric light 
into older buildings where it was 
never used originally could present a 
problem. However, with proper 
training, this undertaking can be not 
just profitable, but fun 

The scope of the lighting portion 
of this project included the 56-ft.-long 
main hall with a high curved ceiling; 
the spiral entrance staircases up the 
two back legs, and the two in the mid- 
dle of the body leading to the how-

are among the objects on view. This 
architectural folly was apparently 
constructed by shipwrights who left 
little interstitial space. In the center of 
the ceiling is a large skylight, which 
previously had provided most of the 
daytime illumination. As a museum, 
Lucy would now be open at night, 
and so it needed artificial light even 
though there were very shallow clear- 
ances for conventional fixtures. 

There were several lighting pa- 
rameters for this project: 1. No infra- 
red or ultraviolet rays in the light, as 
they would be destructive to the 
original materials. 2. Unobtrusive 
lighting hardware that would fit into 
tight clearances and require the 
smallest penetration into the plaster- 
work (a rich Victorian rose). 3. Light- 
ing that would not present a hazard 
to visitors in the limited space of the 
stairwells. 4. Long-lasting equipment

requiring minimal mainte- 
nance. 4. A vandal-proof sys- 
tem for crowds of inquisitive 
children and adults. 5. Cool 
lighting to keep the air-condi- 
tioning load as low as possi- 
ble. 6. High energy-efficiency 
for economical operation, 
which would also comply 
with the ASHRAE/IESNA 
Standard 90.1-1999* (Energy 
Conservation). This Standard 
covers the building envelope 
heating / ventilating / air-con 
ditioning, power and lighting 
for existing as well as new 
buildings, plus alterations and 
additions. Its restrictions will 
soon be incorporated into en- 
forceable building codes in 
every state, and practitioners 
will have to become familiar 
with lighting systems that are 
more energy-efficient than the 
conventional incandescent, 
halogen, and fluorescent 
lamps in order to comply. 


Lucy the Elephant, in Margate, N.J., was originally a real estate office. 


After thorough research, it was 
decided that only glass-fiber-optics 
lighting could satisfy all of these cri- 
teria. This three-part system is com- 
posed of a light source (projector), an 
octopus-like harness of thin, flexible 
light guides (“tails”), and a variety of 
miniaturized fittings to control the 
beam. Points of light are delivered 
exactly to where they are needed. 
This system’s long-lasting, halogen- 
free ' 
glare-free environment, improving 
individual comfort and thus increas- 
ing attendance, production, and 
sales. No electricity flows through the 
tails, only light. 

The lighting was designed by a 
fiber-optics specialist familiar with 
construction, architectural history, 
engineering, lighting techniques, and 
museum conservation. The system's 


zreen’ components create a 


compatible components were se- 
lected for specified light levels. Al- 
though dependable baseboard glass 
fiber-optics emergency lighting was 
also desired, the money available 
could only cover the basics. There- 
fore, standard units backed up with 
an inverter were utilized for the time 
being. A special etched-glass EXIT 
sign in the shape of Lucy's silhouette 
also had to be abandoned due to 
bugetary restraints. The initial light- 
ing-equipment cost was slightly 
higher than traditional components, 
but substantial savings in both instal- 
lation and continued operation made 
the selection economically accept- 
able. In any case, conventional fix- 
tures simply could not satisfy the 
application 

After the consultant diagramed 
the location of the light sources and

where the points of light were to 
emerge, it became just another light- 
ing job for electricians already famil- 
iar with the technology; power and 
control wiring always have to be 
done, no matter what the system. The 
harnesses arrived fully assembled 
and only had to be inserted into the 
shoebox-size light sources, which 
were concealed in readily accessible 
locations for relamping. As with the 
plastic version, no cutting, polishing, 
or splicing tails on site is needed. Be- 
cause the walls and ceilings were 
open, fishing the tails through these 
spaces was a simple matter. Miniatur- 
ized fittings to control the beams 
were merely screwed onto the 
threaded metal ferrules of the light 
guides and focused. 

Altogether, only nine 100-watt 
metal halide lamps, powering 67 tails, 
were needed for the entire project. 
Now updated with the latest me- 
chanical / electrical systems, the 118- 
year-old Lucy can once again attract 
visitors to the famed Atlantic City 
neighborhood. The next phase of 
work will be the exterior lighting and 
a Gift Shop. Hurricanes, sand, and 
salt air will all have to be considered, 
so stay tuned for the next episode in 
Lucy the Elephant's continuing saga.

After a community-based committee was formed to evaluate 
the controversial project, a bond issue was passed to fund renova- 
tion, restoration, and expansion of the original structure. The 
program developed by GLPM Architects, Inc., included exterior 
and interior restoration, as well as an architecturally respectful 
addition. 

Exterior work on the original building entailed repairing the 
clay-tile roof along with its copper ornamentation; repointing the 
Carthage limestone exterior; reinstallating the front entry steps; 
and repairing the original wooden windows. The original interiors 
have been restored, and the floor plan has been retained. Two new wood and 
glass partitions were designed to provide security and privacy for special 
occasions and lecture/study spaces. A non-original steel mezzanine was re- 
moved, and historic skylights were uncovered and restored. Finishes compat- 
ible with the style of architecture complete the overall look. 

The new addition more than doubles the size of the original Carnegie 
library. The Secretary of Interior's Standards for Rehabilitation were strictly 
followed. The addition gracefully merges with the scale, proportion, and color 
of the historic building yet maintains its own identity. The use of compatible 
masonry and interpretive ornamentation provides a link to the older building, 
as do the tile roofing, deep overhangs, and other vernacular elements. E

The Game 


The Ballpark at Arlington, home to the Texas Rangers, is a prefect summation 
in brick, limestone, and Texas granite of the principles that drive David M. 
Schwarz Architectural Services. The firm won the commission in a nationwide 
competition. Its scheme included a quintessential “ballpark” reminiscent of the 
old-time urban ballparks, but with serious touches of Texas thrown in. How- 
ever, what probably won the commission was the firm's intention to put a lot 
more than an asphalt sea around the 49,300-seat ballpark. The Schwarz scheme 
suggested an optimistic 300-acre development that has the necessary 16,000 
parking spaces, but also a park with a 12-acre lake, trails for running and biking, 

grounds, a little-league diamond, an amphitheater, specialty retail, an 
office complex, and more. 

The Ballpark is a building that works well. The amenities are certainly not 
old-time: lofty, jam-free concourses, hundreds of concession stands, “potty 
parity” (more women’s restrooms than men’s), a picnic area beyond the out- 
field, and even cup holders. Bottom-l e s like the 120 luxury sky 
boxes and a 16,000-sq.ft. office/retail building at center field were skillfully 
designed to be almost invisible. The sky boxes are shadow-like inserts between 
decks of “everyman” seating, and the four-story commercial building is artfully
